I  am  inclosing  v/h  t  information  I  have  in  regard  to  the 
Hankses  and.  trust  that  you  will  be  able  to  connect  Rachel 
Hanks  and  V/illiaiii  Hanks  with  their  ancestors.     The  section 
of  Beffford  Count2^,  Pennsylvania,    was  the  hunting  grounds 
of  the  Indians,  and  white  people  were  not  permitted  to 
settle  their  previous  to  the  revolution.     After  the  revolution, 
the  Indians  kept  this  section  pretty  well  cleared  of  the 
white  settlers  until  the  year  1782  or  1783.       It  would,  there- 
fore, appear  that  these  Hankses  must  have  settled  subsecment 
to  that  time. 

I  should  also  be  glad  to  learn  if  you  have  been  able  to 
definitely  connect  the  Hew  England  Hanlis  v/ith  the  Pennsylvania 
( Gwyneddt  H?nks .

Your  kindness  in  forwarding  me  the  information  which  I  req^uested  in 
regard  to  the  Hanks  is  greatly  appreciated,  and  I  hasten  to  thank  you. 

I  have  a  little  additional  information  in  regard  to  some  of  the 
children  of  Y/illiam  Hanks,  "but  nothing  which  will  in  any  way  help  you  in 
your  work,  other  than  to  fill  out  the  data  which  you  sent  me.     I  am  en- 
closing a  copy  of  the  information  vjhich  you  sent  me  for  reference  in  re- 
gard to  the  following  comments: 

RACHEL  HANKS.     I  have  secured  the  follov/ing  from  the  gravestone  of 
Rachel  Hanks:    died  April  1,  1842,  aged  80  years,  2  months ,  20  days . 

EPHRABI  AKSRS.    Husband  of  Rachel  Hanks.     Died  May  14,  1817,  aged 
55  years,  11  months,  20  days.    Buried  at  Akersville ,  Fulton  (lately  Bed- 
ford) County,  Pennsylvania. 

FLESTY/OOD  HAI\IICS.     This  is  a  rather  unusual  Christian  name.     It  may 
have  been  the  family  name  of  his  mother  Sarah,  wife  of  William  Hanks. 

JOHK  HAKKS.     I  doubt  if  John  Hanks  died  previous  to  1814.     The  will 
of  V/illiam  Hanks,  Will  Book  1,  Page  401,  Office  of  Register  of  Y/ills , 
Bedford,  Pa.,  dated  July  15,  1814,  and  probated  July  28,  1814,  makes  a 
beq^uest  to  a  son  John  Hanks,  who  conseq^uently  must  have  been  living  at 
that  time. 

KANCY  HAITKS.     From  gravestone,  Akersville,  Fulton  County,  Pa., 
Died  June  17,  1835,  aged  65  years,  8  months,  13  days. 

ROBERT  AKERS.    Husband  of  Nancy,  died  December  29,  1838,  aged  67 
years,  3  months,  5  days. 

ROSAin\fAH  HANKS.     In  your  letter  to  me,  you  refer  to  this  daughter 
as  Susannah.     Which  is  correct? 

In  your  note,  under  the  list  of  children  of  William  Hanks,  you  say 
"We  know  that  Rachel  v/as  born  in  AnneArundle  County,  Md."  etc.  Should 
this  not  have  been  Sarah,  the  wife  of  William  Hanks?

I  do  not  wish  to  trouble  you,  out  knowing  that  you  are 
interested  in  the  Hanks  family,  I  am  v/riting  to  you  to  pass 
on  v/hat  little  information  I  have  secured. 

In  my  last  letter  to  you,  I  suggested  that  the  wife  of 
William  Hanks,  who  moved  to  Bedford  County,  might  be  named 
Sarah  Fleetwood.     I  understand  that  this  Sarah  came  from  Anne 
Arundle  County,  Md.     I  have  been  searching  a  lot  of  records, 
and  in  going  over  the  census  of  1790  of  the  states  of  Virginia, 
Maryland  and  Pennsylvania,  I  find  only  one  Fleetwood  famiiy, 
and  that  was  located  in  Baltimore  County,  v^hich  is  the  county 
adjoining  Anne  Arundle.     I  am  making  further  investigations, 
and  should  I  come  across  any  information,  I  will  advise  you. 

Follov/ing  your  suggestion  I  v/rote  to  Mr.  J.  Friend  Lodge, 
and  in  reply  received  a  letter,  a  copy  of  which  I  am  enclosing.

Since  mailing  my  letter  of  liov,  28th  addressed  to 
you  I  have  read  over  my  copy.  It  appears  that  I  v/ent  to  great  length 
to  prove  that  the  elder  V/illiam  and  William  of  Bedfard  cO.  Pa.  v/ere 
not  one  and  the  sanE  whenthe  obvious  fact  was  in  front  of  me  that 
'the  Bedford  Co,  "Tilliara  was  born,  in  1739  and  the  other  Jilliam  had 
a  warrant  issued  for  a  tract  of  land  in  1729. 

I  believe  that  William  Hanks  (Sr)  sold  all  his 
property  except  the  one  tract  and  with  his  wife  Ruth  and  his  son 
William  (Jr)  and  his  family -ite^  went  to  Louden  Co,  Va.  in  1761. 
William  Hanks  (Jr)  family  must  have  consisted  of  himself  his  wife 
Sarah  and  his  one  daughter  Rachel,  Ruth  the  wife  of  William  (3r)  must 
have  died  between  the  years  1761  and  1766,  for  on  the  first  date  she 
is  mentioned  in  her  husbands  deed  and  in  a  deed  executed  in  1766  her 
name  does  not  appear. 

In  a  memorandum  which  ^rou  sent  me  under  date  of 
October  24th  1928,  you  mention  that  one  authority  thinks  that  7/illiam

"birth  etc.  Vi/here  did.  this  information  come  from  and  hov/  is  it  proven, 
not  that  V/illiam  was  the  son  of  this  couple  "but  that  this  couple 
existed  and  had  the  children  mentioned!  I  could  not  find  any  data 
in  regard  to  a  John  Hanks.  The  fact  that  there  was  a  John  Hanks  who 
had  a  son  Fleetwood  and  another  son  William  as  well  as  a  wife  named 
Leah  is,  if  true,  a  strange  coincident  when  the  names  of  the  Bedford 
Co.  William's  children  are  taken  into  consideration.    However  the  facts 

as  I  have  proven  them  fit  the  conditions  of  Williams  family  and  meet 
all  the  family  records  and  traditions  to  such  a  fine  degree  that  the 
coincident  would  "be  still  greater  if  the  Bedford  Co  V/illiara  was  not 
the  son  of  the  Anne  Arundel  Co, William.  I  still  am  not  ahle  to 
absolutely  prove  this  fact.

I  nave  today  returned  to  you  "by  registered  mail  the  Hanks  records 
which  you  last  sent  to  me.     I  v/as  very  >5lad  to  receive  tiiese ,  and  trust 
if  you  have  any  other  information  or  data  in  this  same  branch  of  the 
Hanks  family,  that  you  will  forv/ard  the  same  to  me. 

You  have  asked  my  reaction  from  the  various  records  \'\hich  you  have 
sent  to  me.     Practically  the  only  letters  containing  information  were 
those  v/ritten  by  Dr.  Lodg-e  and  Captain  T.  F.  Hanks.     Dr.  Lodge's  rec- 
ords appear  to  agree  with  the  records  which  I  have  and  also  v/ith  the 
investigations  which  I  have  made.     Captain  Hanks'   statements  seem  to 
me  to  be  based  on  facts  and  fancies.     Some  of  the  information  he  gives 
are  facts  and  some  I  am  (raite  sure  are  fancies.     There  are  some  which 
I  a;a  uncertain  just  how  to  place.     However,  anyone  v;no  bases  his  rec- 
ords on  tombstones,  the  location  of  v/hich  he  does  not  remember,  and 
from  what  old  negroes  in  Virginia  told  him,  is  in  my  opinion  not  very 
reliable.    My  opinion  is  that  Captain  Har^ks  had  some  recent  records 
and  hadheard  certain  rumors  in  regard  to  the  Hanks  family,  and  on  these 
built  his  so-called  records.     I  have  found  nothing  in  the  statements 
made  by  Captain  Haiiks  v/hich  have  in  any  way  shaken  my  opinion  in  re- 
gard to  the  ancestors  of  V/illiara  Hanks,  of  Bedford  County.     This  opin- 
ion I  sent  you  some  time  ago,  together  with  the  facts  on  which  it  was 
based.     At  that  time  I  believe  I  pointed  out  the  only  v/eakness  in  the 
line  which  I  had  fo.llowed.     Since  last  writing  to  you,  I  have  been 
making  some  additional  inquiries  and  searches,  but  v/ithout  results. 

I  should  like  very  much  to  find  definite  information  in  regard  to 
the  parents  of  V/illiam  Hanks,  of  Bedford  County;  also  his  brothers  and 
sisters.

Family  tradition  says  that  Rachel  Hanks  had  a  sister  Leah,  and  that 
Rachel  and  Leah  were  first  cousins  of  Hancy  Hanks  (mother  of  Abraham

From  tiie  records  of  St.  Margaret's  Pariah,  Axme  Arundel 

County,  ?4aryland,  we  learn  that  Elizabeth  Hanks  departed  this 

life  the  17th  of  September,  17CH.    This  is  the  earliest  record 

which  I  have  been  able  to  find  in  respect  to  any  on©  by  the  name 

of  Kanxs  livin/-?  in  Maryland.

of  an  asaignLoent  from  V/illiam  Chapman  and  was  part  of  a  warrant 

for  800  acres  g?^nted  to  Chapman  I^ovember  lEth,  17Z'J^  Teter 

Hanks*  died  before  a  patent  waa  issued  to  him  for  this  land.

Peter  Hanks' and  nis  family  must  have  lived  on  or  in  the 
vininity  of  this  tract  of  land  for  some  time  previous  to  the 
issue  of  the  warrant.     In  the  description  of  the  property  the 
place  of  beginning  is  "near  the  center  between  four  boxmded 
waite  oaks  standing  in  the  fork  of  a  branch  now  called  Kanks' 
Branch."

What  la  Hanka*  Branch  now  (1950)  called?  

This  tract  of  land  which  peter  Hanks' was  about  to  acquire 
was  called  ''Beyond  Par  Enough." 

Exactly  where  was  thia  tract  located? 
I  am  inclined  to  believe  that  Peter' and  possibly  his  son 
?/illiara'^selected  thia  name.    The  tract  was,  before  Peter  had 
it  surveyed,  part  of  a  larger  tract  and  consequently  was  not 
known  by  name.     Williara^the  son  of  Peter*  secured  a  tract  of 
land  which  he  called  ^'Far  Enou^?:h. "    They  must  have  felt  that 
they  werfi  CLuite  a  distance  away  from  the  center  of  civiliza- 
tion (?\nnapolis)  at  least  "far  enout^h"  away.     If  this  was 
true  of  v.'llliain' 8^  tract ,  then  his  father  »s  property  being  still 
farther  away  was  certainly  "beyond  far  enou^^h," 

On  "April  ye  3d,  1733"  Peter  Hanks* wrote  his  will,  or  had 
it  written,     Peter  HTmks '  sis^Qd  tiie  will  so  we  ]:now  that  he 
could  at  leaat  write  his  name.    He  may  have  written  the  entire 
will  but  I  doubt  it  for  the  following  reasons.    The  will,  while 
short,  Is  'ir&wxi  up  in  a  legal  manner,  quite  beyond  what  I 
imagine  Peter 'would  do.    Then  the  ?/ill  gives  the  name  of  this 
property  (for  v/hieh  he  had  never  received  a  patent)  r.s  "bey  and 
far  enough. If  Peter' had  written  the  will  iie  would  never  have 
written  ''beyond"  as  "bey  eaid."    If,  however,  he  told  someone  the 
name  of  nis  property  and  G.-.lked  v/ith  a  bro^rae,  "beyond"  could 

easily  have  been  understood  as  "bey  and." 
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The  will  was  probated  July  24th,  1733  and  is  recorded  at 
Annapolis  in  vYill  Book  Liher  Ho.  20,  folio  807.     So  Peter  Hanka  ' 
must  have  died  some  time  "betv/een  April  ;3rd  and  July  24th  in  the 
year  173:3.

She  had  possibly  die  I,     In  the  inventory 
of  .'.state  of  Peter  Hanks  (Recorded  Land  Office,  Annapolis,  Liber 
Ho.  16,  folio  13b)  John  Martin  and  Robert  Belson  were  mentioned 
as  "Reltions."     Robert  Helson  was  ^iven  in  Peter  Hanks'  will  as 
the  husband  of  Slinor  Hanks.     John  !>lartin  mentioned  as  a  relation 
was  likely  the  nusband  of  Lydia  ilan^c3^    ?nis  belief  is  strength- 
ened by  the  deed  from  Joim  Martin  to  Thomas  V/orthington  dated 
October  2,  1729  (Annapolis,  TX  Ko.  1,  Folio  115}  in  which  Lydia, 
the  wife  of  John  Martin  is  mentioned.

Peter  Hanks  the  son  died  sorae  tine  bety^jen  -.pril  3,  1733 
and  June  1?,  1734.    He  evidentlj^  never  jaarriecl.     In  the  patent 
to  Robert  I-ielson  for  "Beyond  ]:=-ar  'Sao-u^h"  it  ia  stated  ''before 
he  (Peter  Hamca '  the  i'ather)  sued  out  oui'  CJrant  thereon  he 
dyed  and  before  hia  death  made  hie  last  'Ull  and  Testmcnt  and 
therein  deviaed  the  said  land  to  hie,  son  Peter  HanlvB^v?ho  soon 
afterward  died  inteat&te  l);^'  vaiich  laeans  the  aaid  land  bj  heir~ 
ship  beet-M©  the  ricjht  of  William  Hfinks^the  other  brother." 

From  the  date  of  the  v/ill  and  the  date  of  the  Patent  we 
know  that  Fwter  Hanlcs^  the  son,  Tfi>as  about  £3  yaars  old  at  the 
time  of  hi&  death.    From  the  q.xio t t i or  from  Robert  Helton's 
patent  it  api)ears  that  Peter  Planico^the  younger  never  married, 
at  laaot  that  he  had  no  male  children.    If  he  had  male  issue 
the  property  he  posseBsed  vv^ould  :iot  have  reverteci  to  his 
brother  William  by  'heirship.' 

If  Peter  HanlcsJ  senior,  h&d  tlirce  acns 
then  a  new  line  qX  inveatigation  eeeomea 
nece'ssary.    I?eter  Hanika }  senior  >  could 
eaaily  have  had  ohildren  after 'September 
EG.  1715  when  hia  foui*  knom  children 
were  baptised.    Hmvever  he  only  mentions 
t_h,ree  in  nis  \vill.    Any  ohlld  born  after 
Sep t enib 0 r  £0,  17X3  would  have  WegmT  a

It  aaema  most  liicely  that  peter  would  have 
mentioned  an:/  niinor  ehlldren  in  hia  will, 
however,  he  may  not  have  done  ao. 
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At  this  point  it  is  necessary  to  consider  a  Thomas  Hanks 
who,  according  to  the  records  of  St.  George's  and  St.  John's 
Pariah  (Baltimore  Covinty)  was  married  to  Sarah  Ilewett  on  May 
9,  1748.

From  present  known  facts  it  would  appear  that  all  of  the 

Hanks'  descendants  of  Peter  Hanks*  were  throuf-h  his  son  ^^illiam^ 
Before  discussing  V/illiam  a  few  knov/n  facts  about  Peter  might 
be  given.     A.8  before  stated  he  could  sign  his  name.    He  evidently 
could  read  and  write  for  the  inventory  of  his  Testate  lists 
'"a  pardell  old  books''  valued  at  Seven  shillings.    Kot  a  large 
library  to  be  sure  but  at  least  indicating  some  ability  to 
read.    His  inventory  totaled  a  little  over  94  po^ands  and 
ijQcluded  one  woaan  servant  and  the  following  live  stock:  two 

steers,  three  hiefers,  three  cows,  tv/o  bulls,  four  yearlings, 
one  horse,  two  mares,  twenty  hogs  and  four  sheep. 
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If  Peter  Hanits  was  tv/enty  years  old  v^YiQn  he  married  he 
would  have  been  born  in  1684  and  would  have  be-jn  forty-nine 
years  old  at  the  time  of  his  death.    He  v/a,3  evidently  a  lemoer 
of  the  Church  of  England  but  he  wa3  aasooiatod  with  Ciuakers 
for  Mr.  James  Brooice  y/ho  v^f.s  one  of  the  witnesses  to  his  will 
was  a  Qiiaiker. 

Mra.  tfemie  Schooley  Hofmann  says  that 
Peter  Hanks' was  born  at    VAiite  Mera^^ 
Berk  County.  Pa.,  in  1683.    This  date 
aeema  poasible  but  I  ioiow  of  no  authority 
for  it.    The  place  of  birth  ^Iven  is 
geographically  mixed. 

William  HaJiks,  the  son  of  Peter  Hanks 'and  Mary  Beez 
Hanks  was  born  July  25,  1707  and  was  baptized  at  St,  Ann's 
Church,  Annapolis,  ?-!d, ,  September  30,  1713.    He  was  the  oldest 
son,    W©  know  nothin.g  further  about  Wllliam'^-'Antil  he  starts  to 

acquire  property. 

When  filliani  Hanks  was  twenty-two  years  old  he  secured  a 
Warrant  for  100  acres  of  land  sit^oated  in  Amie  Arundel  County, 
fhia  Warrant  was  dated  October  11,  17E9  {Land  Office,  Annapolis, 
Md. ,  Book  SL  Bo.

Z,  folio  94).    !Phe  land  la  located 
in  "the  Great  Fork  of  Patuxent  River."    In  the  v/arrant  the

referred  to  the  next  Monthly'  liCeetinje^  at  this  place  and  Gerrard 
Hopkina  and  James  Brooks  are  appointed  to  make  Inquiry  into  his 
conduct  and  conversation  since  he  came  to  meeting-  and  maJce 
Report  to  the  next  Monthly  Meeting  at  this  placo. 

Where  was  We at  River  Meeting  located?

A  favorable  report  was  made  by  the  committee  at  a  Monthly 
Meeting  held  at  Y/est  Kive  ye  27  day  of  ye  8th  month,  1756. 
They  found  v'/illiam  !Iank3^"to  be  a  man  of  Orderly  life  and  well 

inclined  to  Friends"  and  recommended  that  he  be  taken  in  as  a 

member  of  the  Society.    So  Willia'n  Hanks^lator  a  Vestryman  in 

the  Church  of  "Sn^jland  became  a  (^.uaker,  a  member  of  the  Society 

of  Friends. 

Why  is  no  riiention  made  of  the  wife  of 
yilliain  Hanks ?^  I  believe  (no  Proof ) "that 
he  was  married  as  early  as  1758.     In  1761 
he  had  a  i?ife  named  Ruth,    perhaps  he  was 
a  widower  in  1756  and  married  Ruth  after 
1756  and  before  1761.     Do  the  Quakers  take 
into  memberships  nmrrted  mer!  \¥if.hmit.  q^'-qi, t.^ 
tin^^their  wives  to  membership?  Perhaps 
a^ftirther  search  of  v?eat  Uiver  qv  Uerrinff 
Crecik  Meeting  ainutea  will  throw  some 
additional  li^ht  on  this  matter.  If 
William  Hanks^raarried  between  1756  and  1761 
it  must  have  been  by  Quaker  raetnoas  and  a 
record  should  have  been  kept.

in  Anne  Arundel  County,  Md.    This  tract  was  called  Chestnut

The  Quakers  wore  fast  moviiit^  into  the  South  via  Virj^inia. 

They  were  coraing  from  Hew  Jerse;/,  Pennsylvania  and  Maryland. 

William  Haiiics  .joined  the  fsovement  and  vtiove'X  from  Maryland  to 

Virginia  iocatin-j  in  Loudoun  CDTUity.    Ha  had  acquired  several

Dr.  W.  J.  Lodeie  who  lived  at  2019  McCulloh  Street,  Balti- 
more, Maryland,  corresponded  v/ith  Mrs.  Caroline  Hanks  Hitchcock 
and  I  had  the  pleasure  of  goin^r  over  Dr.  Lodge's  letters.

Oct.  15,  1396:—     "My  vvilliam  Hanks  had  a  wife  3arah.  I 
copied  the  old, record  from  his  Bible  tnen  in  tne  possession  of 
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his  grandson  Jason,  but  what  her  maiden  n&me  was,  I  have  not  the 

slightest  idea,     fh©  old  Bible  record  was  much  damaged  and  gome 

of  it  entirely  gone.    I  enclose  the  memoir 

of  Rachel  Akers.    It  is  written  in  the  quaint  style  of  a  Methodist 

preacher  of  that  time."

In  Loudoun  Co^mty,  Virginia,  in  the  vicinity  of  Waterford 
there  lived  a  Rachel  Hanks  who  has  always,  so  far  as  I  can  learn, 
been  confused  with  and  thought  to  have  been  the  game  as  Haohel, 
the  daughter  of  V^illiaa  Hanks  of  Bedford  County,  Pa. 

The  Friends  Fairfax  Monthly  Meeting  held  5th  mo.,  25th  day, 
1782,  reports  that  Rachel  Hanks  wishes  to  Join  in  isembership 
v/ith  them  and  the  minutes  of  the  meeting  held  on  the  6th  mo.  EEnd 
day,  178*2,  show  that-  the  committee  appointed  to  investigate 
reported  that  there  was  no  objection  to  her  being  received  as  a 
member* 

From  the  above  there  is  no  indication 

that  this  Rachel  was  not  the  daughter 
or  William  Ha33ki.3 

At  the  same  Monthly  Meeting  held  on  the  End  mo.  25th  day, 
179E,  a  complaint  was  filed  against  Haohel  Wilkinson  (formerly 
Hanks)  for  "outgoing  in  marriage  with  a  man  not  a  membership 
with  ua  and  with  whom  Qhe  had  lived  in  a  disreputable  manner  for 
a  considerable  time  before  thoir  aarriage."

A  number  of 
student  of  the  Hanks  fatally  who  have  confused  Rachel  Hanks  Wilk- 
inson with  Rachel  Ihrnks^kkers  thou.^rht  she  was  the  child  of  Rachel 
Hanks  Akera.    ilias  Mary  Hanks,  a  great  graM-dau;:hter  of  v/illlam 
Hanivs^told  me  on  August  11,  1929  that  Duannah'was  the  daugrtsr  of 
Kancy  Hanks^^   Mary  Hanks  at  that  tiir<e  was  30  years  old.    After  I 
was  told  this  by  Mary  Hanks,  I  found  the  will  of  Boaanah  Hanks^ 
which  is  on  record  in  Bradford,  ?a. ,  in  f/ill  Book  4,  page  21.

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Robert  Akers  was  the  "brother  of  Ephralm  Aiders  and  the  son 

of  Ralph  and  Hannah  Alters .    He  was  born  Sept,  24,  1771,     In  the 

census  of  1790  Robert  Acre  is  listed  as  a  head  of  a  family  with 

two  "Free  White  Females"  in  the  faraily.     In  1790,  Robert  Akers 

and  his  wife  Sarah  sold  to  Abia  Akers  part  of  a  tract  of  land 

called  Buckingham,  located  in  Bedford  County,  Pa,    This  tract 

had  been  purchased  by  Robert  on  Feb,  10,  1789.     Some  question 

might  be  raised  in  regard  to  these  dates.     Robert  Akers  was 

born  Sept,  24,  1771,  purchased  property  on  Feb.  10,  1789,  when 

under  18  years  of  age  and  married  at  19  years  of  age. 

Are  the  above  dates  correct,  or  was  there 
another  Robert  Akers,     If  any  error  exists 
I  believe  it  is  in  the  dates  of  birth, 
which  was  figured  from  data  I  gathered 
from  his  gravestone,     I  may  have  copied 
the  data  incorrectlyg    Perhaps  the  letter-" 
ing  v/as  indistinct.    This  gravestone  had 
better  be  read  again.  

On  Becembcr  24,  1799,  Robert  Akers  married  Hancy  Hanks ."^ 
She  was  evidently  his  second  wife.    On  June  22,  1796,  Robert 
Akers  had  issued  in  his  favor  a  warrant  for  412  acres  in  Bed- 
ford County  which  was  surveyed  on  June  22,  1796.     There  is  no 
record  in  Harrisburg  of  a  patent  issued  to  Robert  Akers,  or 
to  any  one  else,  for  this  tract  of  land. 

I  have  a  letter  \witten  to  me  under  date  of  Ilovember  25, 
1928,  from  Br,  Gonzales  Lodge  from  which  I  quote: —     "In  the 
record  as  my  father  left  it  I  find  that  Jacob  Lodge  (born  May 
31,  1769,  died  May  9,  1851)  married  Rosanna  Hanks^(born  Oct.  4, 
1770,  died  July  28,  1893)  on  Feb.  9,  1786;  that fhis  marriage 
took  place  in  Loudoun  County,  Va. ,  and  that  Rosanna  Hanks'^ was 
a  daughter  of  William  Hanks  of  the  same  county,    No  further 
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Information  is  given  as  to  the  ancestors  of  Hosanna  Hanks." 

Dr.  Oonzalea  Lodge  ia  a  son  of  Dr.  W.  J. 

Lodge  and  la  oonnectod  with  Teaohera' 
Colle/^e,  Colmnbla  University.  Hew  York 
City. 

Rosanna  was  Hancy's  twin  sister.    Jacob  and  Rosanne 
Hanks  Lod^je  had  sight  children  whose  births  range  from  1787  to 
1806. 

Leah  Hanks,  daughter  of  William  Hanks";  was  born  (most  likely) 
in  Loudoun  County,  ?a. ,  She  was  born  on  Jmie  23,  1772,  and  died  ^ 
sept.  4,  1854. 

Sr.  W.  J.  Lod^e  is  authority  for  the 
above  dates  as  vvell  as  the  dates  of 
birth  and  death  of  Timothy  TTixon,  given 
later.    !?hes@  dates  seem  to  fit  with 
the  records  of  this  couple. 

Leah  Hanks^raarried  Timothy  Hixon  who  was,  I  believe,  the 

son  of  Timothy  Hixon  and  his  first  wife.    He  was  born  May  1,  1775 

and  died  Jan.  15,  1857.

The  name  is  spelled  Hixon  and  Hixson. 

X  found  in  a  Record  of  Marriages  for  Loudoun  Comity,  Va. , 
at  the  Court  House  in  Leesburg  the  following  two  entries: 

Deo.  6,  1796           Timothy  Hixon  married  Ester  Hough. 

March  20,  1797  -  Timothy  Hixon  married  Leher  Hanks. 

I  do  not  know  if  these  two  Timothy's  were  the  same  and  tliat 
Leher  (Leah)  Hanka^  was  hia  second  wife,    it  is  evident  that  Leah"* 
was  atill  livinj^  in  Loudoun  County  in  1797,  laoat  likely  with  her 
father. 

From  a  History  of  Bedford  County,  I  find  that  Tisiothy  Hixon 
came  from  Virginia  about  1790;  that  he  v/as  a  blacksmith  and  fanner; 
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and  that  he  died  in  1857  at  the  age  of  81  years;  and  that  his 

wife  died  in  1854  at  the  age  of  83  years. 

These  dates  agree  guite  closely  with  the  

dates  of  Dr.  Lodge.    From  the  date  of  his 
marriage  and  other  data  given  later  I  do 

not  think  he  settled  in  Bedford  County  

before  1797.  

On  the  27th  of  March,  1795,  Joseph  Wilkinson  wrote  his 

will  and  Timothy  Hixon  ,  Reuhen  Hixon  and  Jeremiah  Purduia 

signed  as  witnesses.    On  April  14,  1800,  Reuhen  Hixon  and 

Jeremiah  Purduni  proved  the  will  on  oath  at  Court.  Timothy 

Hixon  had  married  Leah  Hanks  in  1797  and  had  moved  to  Bedford 

County,  Pa. ,  so  was  not  present  to  help  prove  this  will. 

A  James  Hixon  was  located  in  Bedford 
County  as  early  as  1774.

Timothy  and  Leah  (Hanks)  Hixon  had  eight  children  whose 
hirths  range  from  1799  to  1815 • 

Mar^y  Hanks'^  daughter  of  VTilliam  Hanks^,  married  Samuel 
Jackson.     I  do  not  have  any  dates  in  regard  to  this  couple, 
except  that  Samuel  Jackson  attended  a  sale  in  Loudoun  County, 
Va. ,  on  Mov.  3,  1794,  in  company  with  John  Hanks.     I  helieve 
Samuel  and  Mary  (Hanks)  Jackson  moved  to  Bedford  Coujity,  Pa., 
where  they  joined  Mary's  brothers  and  sisters.     They  had 
eight  children.    I  do  not  have  the  birth  dates  of  four.  Of 
the  dates  I  have  the  earliest  birth  was  1800  and  the  latest 
1814.

Benjamin  Hanks  was  born  June  14,  1779,  and  moved  to  Bed- 
ford Coujity  witn  his  father  ITilliam  Hanks'?    He  married  in 
Bedford  County,  Pa.,  in  Dec,  1803,  Uebecca  Barton.     She  was 
born  May  12,  1783  and  died  Jan.  21,  1875. 
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Ben^amiu  and  Rebecoa  (Barton)  Hanks  had  twelve  children. 

Sarah  Hanks^the  youngest  child  of  William  Kanks-^as  born 
Oct.  12,  1781 J  and  married  about  1800  James  Jamua  of  Loudoun 
County,  Va.    James  James  was  a  tanner.

Late  in  Au^^ust,  1302,  James  and  Sarah  (Hanks)  James 
left  Virginia  for  Bedford  County,  Pa.,    Sarah  made  the  entire 
journey  on  horseback.    They  reached  the  home  of  her  sister 
Leah  Hanks  Hixon  in  Brush  Creek  Valley,  Bedford  County,  on  the 
evening  of  Sept.  1,  1802.    On  the,  following  morning  Sarah  gave 
birth  to  her  second  child  Asa  M.  Jamea. 

Jaiaes  J<me3  purchased  a  farm  in  the  extreme  southern  end  of 
the  valley  v/horo  he  erected  a  tannery  which  he  operated  in  con- 
nection with  farming.    Late  in  life  he  moved  to  Athen  County, 
Ohio,  where  he  died  and  was  buried. 

Practically  all  the  above  about  James 
and  Sarah  (Hanks)  Janiea  was  secui-ed 
from  records  of  iJr.  fi^  J.  Lod^e. 


Wllliaia''and  Ruth  Hanks  may  or  may  not  have  had  any  children. 
There  have  been  no  records  foxind  of  any  children  of  this  couple, 
at  least  not  to  my  Icnowledge,    !l!he  foregoing  aocoujit  ao^  to 
present  some  circuirastantial  evidence  that  William  Hanks  (b»  1739) 
of  Bedford  County,  Pa,,  was  their  son. 

Raohol  Hanics  (aee  page  22)  who  married  Joseph  ?7ilkinson  may 
have  been  their  daughter.    Thia  sejems  to  be  the  only  way  (at 
present)  to  account  for  Rachel. 

John  Hanks  whose    name  appears  on  the  tithes  list  of  Loudoun 
County,  Va, ,  in  1770  (aee  page  86)  may  have  been  another  son. 

Mary  Han}c3  (see  page        )  gays  that  she 
remembers  hearing  her  parents  8pea}i  of 
a  John  Ilanka,  a  brother  of  William  Hanks T

This  John  Hanks  was  only  a  boy  of  ten  at  the  ticne  he  was 

at  Fort  Vfheeling.

His  recollections  as  to 

the  place  of  hia  birth  must  have  been  confused.    He  no  doubt
